Advertising isnt magic 
There is no element of 
the black art about it 
In its best and highest form 
it is plain talk sane

real functions and workings of publicity 
The one is to advertise promises which will not be 
fulfilled because all that advertising can do when it

vertising will not pay you 
If you draw men and women to your store on

It takes a
